passed away, Virginia sold it to Jack Cheney. 

Her hobbies include tole painting, reading, 
making pickles, and decorating. She graduated from 
the Swain School of Design and taught art at Friends' 
Academy 

"She always had an artistic bent," says her 
daughter Ann, with whom she lives. 

Hathaway lost her brother when he was in his 30s 
while he was a paratrooper in the U.S. Army He jumped 
from a plane and his parachute failed to open. 

The awarding of Marion's Boston Post Cane 
has been ongoing since 1909 when the now defunct 
Boston Post sent each town in Massachusetts a cane to be 
presented to the oldest citizen of that town. The cane is 
subsequently passed down to the next surviving oldest 
resident. 

The "fine gold-headed ebony stick is to be 
carried by the oldest citizen," declared the Boston Post 
in an August 1909 announcement. The canes were 
manufactured by J.F. Fradley & Co. of New York. The 
canes are of Gaboon ebony from the Congo. The ebony 
was shipped to the United States in logs about seven 
feet long, which were then cut into stick lengths. It took 
approximately one year from the arrival of the logs to the 
completion of the canes. It has a 14-karat gold head with 
the town's name inscribed and a plaque with the initials 
of those who received the cane over time.

wanted to collect clothes for the children. 

"I just want to help kids," said Arancio. "Make 
them happy so they won't be lonely" 

Martha K. works at Gifts to Give, and she asked 
that her last name not be used because, . .its about the 
children not me..." Martha said Gifts to Give accepts 
gently-used clothing, primarily seeking children's items. 

She explained that they also accept adult clothing 
and household goods. Those items are sold in their thrift 
shop. The money from the shop is used to purchase new 
children's clothing, as well as a variety of educational 
materials for the schools with which they have partnered. 
Martha said that used children's items are screened 
for viability and then sent along to one of their many 
distribution centers, which serve communities from 
Brockton to Wareham. 

At the present time. Gifts to Give desperately 
needs boys items - specifically, boys clothing from 
undergarments to outerwear in sizes 12 through 16. Those 
bins remain critically low. 

As a volunteer of many years, Martha has seen 
it all when it comes to what people will pass along to a 
charity She said people don't understand that when they 
"dump off" bags of unwanted materials, those materials 
may be useless to Gifts to Give. "We are a completely 
volunteer organization. It is very disheartening when we 
open a box or a bag and it contains nothing we can use."

For them, the painted wooden surface was part of the 
punishment. The long pew also served as a meeting place 
for teachers or as a reception area for those waiting to 
be interviewed for a teaching position. Its many decades 
of service continued until Center School closed for 
renovations. 

In the early 2000s prior to construction taking 
place, a number of items were sold off. One of those items 
was the pew. 

Roxanne and James Bungert purchased the pew 
for their home. Roxanne especially saw the beauty in the 
well-crafted solid wooden pew. They also saw what it 
could become. 

After Mr. Bungert restored the pew's stability 
and refinished its surfaces to the original wood grain, the 
couple commissioned a professional artist to paint scenes 
of Mattapoisett on the piece. 

Depicted in stunning shades of deep green, vivid 
blues, and the more subtle tones of nature, a Connecticut 
artist painted the stone bridge. Salty the Seahorse, a 
whaling ship in full sail, Ned's Point lighthouse, and the 
gazebo at Shipyard Park on the backrest. 

Center School Principal Rose Bowman said the 
painting and the pew represent the beauty of Mattapoisett 
and the attachment the Bungerts, specifically Roxanne, 
have not only to the community, but also to the school 
- a school that has seen nine Bungert children and 
grandchildren pass through its doors, as well as Roxanne 
(Jenkins) Bungert herself. 

"It's absolutely beautiful ... striking ... a lovely 
way to celebrate Mattapoisett and Center School," 
Bowman said, adding, "It's a tremendous gift!"

preferred to wait until the board was unanimous in its 
selection before announcing a chosen candidate from the 
three final contenders selected by a screening committee 
appointed by selectmen to hand-pick the applicants best 
suited for the new position to replace retiring Executive 
Secretary to the Selectmen Jeffrey Osuch. 

Selectmen entered a mid-meeting executive 
session to discuss the matter at about 7:30 pm and 
then emerged after about an hour, announcing that no 
candidate had been chosen because selectmen were not 
unanimous in their choice. They released no further 
information on the matter that evening. 

"This is obviously a very serious decision that 
will affect Fairhaven for quite some time," McCue told 
The Wanderer Tuesday night. "It is understandable that the 
board wishes to take its time." 

McCue attended an hour and a half-long public 
interview on the morning of Saturday, December 5, along 
with the two other finalists for the position: former City 
Manager of Portland, Maine Mark Rees and current 
Whitman Town Administrator Assistant Gregory Enos. 

"It speaks highly of your background to be 
selected by the committee," Haworth told McCue on 
Saturday 

McCue, 49, married with two children and 
currently living in Mansfield, said the Fairhaven position 
appealed to him because of its location, the challenge it 
would offer, and the historical character of the town and 
its architecture. 

McCue told Fairhaven selectmen during his 
interview that he enjoyed working in Rochester and 
his looking elsewhere for a position was in no way "an 
indictment of the Town of Rochester." 

"When opportunities like this arise," said McCue, 
". . .a job like this might not come up for another 20 
years..." 

Fairhaven selectmen plan to continue discussing 
the town administrator vote and will strive to make a 
decision on Monday, December 14, during a noontime 
meeting. 
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SEMASS Pledges $10K Annually to Town 

Rochester Board of Selectmen

The Rochester Board of Selectmen on December 
7 ratified an agreement with SEMASS to receive $10,000 
annually from the energy-from-waste facility as a gesture 
of "good corporate citizenship," as Town Administrator 
Michael McCue put it, with an additional $10,000 gift to 
go towards the purchase of the town's new fire truck. 

SEMASS, which is located in Rochester, is 
under no obligation to propose a "host agreement" with 
the Town of Rochester above and beyond the statute- 
mandated monthly agreement it already has with the 
Town pertaining to funds in exchange for waste tonnage; 
however, said McCue, the annual donation is a welcome 
gesture of generosity. 

"In being a corporate citizen . . . they've (SEMASS) 
always been good," said McCue. 

McCue said the Town would collect the $10,000 
annually and allow the various town boards and 
committees to submit a formal request to the Board of 
Selectmen to be considered as recipients of the funds for 
various projects or purchases. 

An additional one-time payment of $10,000 was 
also accepted and will go towards offsetting the recent 
purchase of a new fire tower truck, on which Santa Claus 
rolled in just moments before the meeting that evening. 

In other matters, the board approved Police Chief 
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Paul Magee's request to allow an open sergeant position 
to be a temporary position while the department looks to 
fill it permanently. 

"We have the support of the union," Magee said. 
"I think this is going to be a good step towards filling the 
position."

"There's parking in the back, and it becomes a 
hazard when people are trying to pick up and drop off 
family members/' she said. "I've contacted police about 
it, but they said it was an issue for Marconi Village to deal 
with." 

"Well, if it's residents of Marconi Village, then 
yes the issue belongs to Marconi Village itself," Lane said. 
"Have you contacted them yet?" 

"Yes. They told me that it was a police issue," 
Marum replied. 

"Well, that's a convenient answer. I don't know 
what we could do to move the police ... we could try the 
selectmen," Lane said. "We could let them know that the 
Planning Board is in favor of resolving this issue."

"Or we could just get rid of the 30 minute 
parking sign altogether," interjected board member Steve 
Gonsalves. 

Not having a solid idea of where to go, and 
resolving to contact Marconi Village, the Planning Board 
moved on with the meeting. 

Two proposed building renovations had been 
submitted to the Planning Board by the Zoning Board of 
Appeals looking for recommendations.

"In the plans, it is noted that the 
new home will be built within the footprint of the original 
house, but the plans themselves show the new house built 
forwards, out of the original footprint." 

Lane agreed. "We have conflicting information 
here. We need - and the ZBA needs - clarification on the

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wording of 'original footprint' and where this house is 
actually going to be built." 

The board sent the submission back to the ZBA 
without a recommendation, stating that they didn't have 
sufficient information to make one. 

Board member Jennifer Francis closed the 
meeting with an update on Marion's Master Plan. She 
noted that the Master Plan workshop had been moved 
from its original date of December 1 and will now take 
place on Monday, January 4, at 7:00 pm in the Marion 
Music Hall. She encouraged residents to come. 

"It will be a good summary of everything we've 
done, if you've missed anything," she said. "SRPEDD 
[Southeast Regional Planning and Economic Development 
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508 - 996-3301 
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District] will be explaining the Master Plan, and they will 
have tables set up which will be devoted to each aspect of 
the plan. That way if you have any thoughts, questions, or 
concerns about a specific aspect of the plan, you can go to 
that table and speak with SRPEDD representatives." 

"Show up and ask questions," said Ferrari. 

"Yes," said Lane. "From the Planning Board, I'd 
like to encourage everyone to join us."

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Turtle Hurdle for Rochester Solar Farm 

Rochester Planning Board

The large-scale solar farm project slated for 
Rochester center continues to inch forward after another 
session with the Rochester Planning Board on December 
8, but an endangered turtle habitat finding from the 
Natural Heritage & Endangered Species Program has kick 
started a 60-day process of evaluation of the site, which 
will lead to a mitigation plan of sorts. 

Amelia Tracey of Renewable Energy, LLC said 
"a take" by Natural Heritage, a term used when it is 
determined that the site is one of concern, will result in 
the solar energy company paying a per-acre fee, which 
will go towards funding research and development on 
the unspecified turtle species, since other onsite habitat 
mitigation methods offered were not viable for this 
particular site. 

Tracey said Natural Heritage considered the site 
located between New Bedford Road and Dexter Lane 
a low-impact site with an isolated, undisturbed area 
considered to be turtle habitat. This find will not stop the 
project from moving forward, although several abutters 
and townspeople present that night wished it would. 

The board granted a partial waiver over the 
tagging of all trees of a 12-inch caliber or greater at the 
site, which did not please some people in attendance. 
Chairman Arnold Johnson maintained that the tagging

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of trees outside the 20-foot buffer, which were already 
tagged, would be a pointless measure since all the trees in 
the interior would be cleared for the solar arrays anyway 
And as for stopping the developer from chopping certain 
trees, Johnson again pointed out that the town's bylaw 
failed to offer that option. 

"The language as it was brought up to us after the 
first meeting. ... We don't have the power to make the 20- 
foot boundary a no-cut zone," said Johnson. "Even if we 
don't like it, we can't stop them from cutting it." 

Planning Board member Ben Bailey supported 
granting the waiver, saying, in all fairness, a study to 
flag interior trees was futile and pointless. Having said 
that, though, Bailey had some hostile words for Tracey 
and engineer Stephen O' Connell of Andrews Survey & 
Engineering. 

"Whether anybody in this town likes this project 
or not . . . you should just go home," Bailey said, eliciting 
clapping from the residents in the audience. He went on 
about government subsidies for renewable energy and 
said the site would be a "junk yard" in 20 years. "If you 
had a lick of a sense of decency, you would just go home." 

A decommissioning agreement was briefly 
discussed, but Tracey had to propose a second draft of 
an agreement since Johnson told her the board rejected 
and threw the first one away. That night she proposed a 
$60,000 decommissioning amount to be held in escrow for 
the duration of the project to be paid up front; the board 
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will consider that proposal. 

Laurene Gerrior, resident and also member of 
the Conservation Commission, suggested the developer 
should have to perform an archeological survey of the site 
before construction, but Johnson determined that it was 
not within the board's purview to demand one. He also 
said he wanted to avoid the appearance of unfairness by 
having this project require an archeological survey when 
other town projects were not required to perform one in 
the past. 

"So we're setting up a double standard here," 
Johnson said, "and I don't follow double standards." 

Everyone should grab their old artifacts and go 
bury them at the site, joked Bailey. Grab a turtle or two 
while you're at it, someone else suggested. 

The hearing was continued until January 12. 

In other matters, the board granted an Order 
of Conditions for Bell Atlantic Mobile to add four co- 
location wireless communications antennas on an existing 
monopole cellular tower off Cranberry Highway. 

The public hearing for Melink Corporation to 
construct a solar farm off Snipatuit Road was continued 
until January 12. 

The next scheduled meeting of the Rochester

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Board to Sue Subdivision Developer 


Mattapoisett Planning Board

The Ocean Breeze subdivision has lingered 
incomplete for a decade. Now with the assistance of 
Town Administrator Michael Gagne, the Planning Board 
will have legal counsel to compel completion of the long 
overdue roadway paving. 

Attorney Matthew Thomas met with the 
Planning Board on December 7 for an informal discussion 
regarding contractual failures on the part of Scott Snow 
and the now defunct corporation. Coastal Homes. 

However, before the discussion got underway, 
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Planning Board member John Mathieu told Chairman 
Tom Tucker that he thought placing the agenda item 
into executive session was beyond the scope of what is 
allowed by state law. He explained that executive session 
is used for certain types of matters before the board, but 
that a discussion with Attorney Thomas, at this time, 
did not rise to that level and might result in the board 
members being individually fined. The board accepted his 
suggestion and a general open discussion followed. 

Thomas said he had looked at all available 
documents regarding the subdivision, including 
performance standards and the covenant. He said Coastal 
Homes had failed to complete the topcoat paving on the 
roadway, causing years of hardship to the residents of the 
subdivision. 

Thomas suggested an "out of the box" strategy to 
file a lawsuit against Snow and Coastal Homes. Although 
the corporation was dissolved by the state in 2014, that 
now gave the Town legal wiggle room to sue Snow. 

"I suggest a lawsuit back to Coastal Homes and 
Scott Snow to get the road paved or get damages," Tucker 
said. He also said he would petition the lending agency. 
Community Bank, to get disclosure on what had become 
of the $150,000 holdback they were suppose to have held 
as a surety until the road and other improvements were 
completed. 

Mathieu made a motion to proceed with Thomas 
acting on their behalf. The board unanimously agreed 
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with Chairman Tucker's lawsuit suggestion, saying to 
Thomas, "Go get them." 

Continuing on the theme of subdivisions, 
covenants, and developer performance, the board met 
again with Joseph Furtado regarding Brandt Point Village. 
There was some back and forth over whether or not to 
send a letter to the Building Department in support of 
Furtado' s request for building permits for Phase 2 when 
Phase 1 was not complete - in this case, the main roads 
and a topcoat. 

After some struggle amongst the members and 
between the members and Furtado as to what Furtado 
had or had not promised to complete before winter, it was 
the residents who supported Furtado this time. 

Residents said, thus far, Furtado had done a 
number of repairs that met with their satisfaction and that 
they didn't want him to rush before hard winter weather 
to get the road paved, preferring to wait until spring and 
trust that his word was good. 

"I have no problem releasing the lot so he can get 
the money to get this topcoat," Mathieu said. 
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Tucker agreed that Furtado seemed to be acting in 
good faith and following through on his commitments. 

In the end, the board agreed to release the lot for 
sale and to advise the building inspector that, in their 
purview, building permits could be issued at this time. 

The Appaloosa Lane subdivision residents 
weren't as lucky on this night. Coming before the board 
at the board's request was the developer, Michael 
Solimando. 

Over many months of engineering work by G.A.F. 
Engineering, engineer Brian Grady told the board that the 
costs to upgrade the drainage system were "higher than 
expected." Grady said Solimando hoped to return in the 
spring with finances in place so he could complete the 
elaborate stormwater system along River Road. 

"I'm embarrassed," said Solimando. "It's a 
quagmire; we didn't expect it to cost so much. I've got to 
complete this in order to recoup anything." 

Tucker responded, "We expect you here in the 

spring." 

Solimando reiterated, "I'm embarrassed. Nobody 
likes to do a job and lose money." 

And then it was on to covenants. 

Two covenant changes the Planning Board agreed 
to for public trash collection at the Villages of Mattapoisett 
and Brandt Point Village were about to be signed, but first 
there was more to talk about. 

Mathieu wanted the other board members to 
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understand the written legal opinion they had received 
from town counsel. He explained that legal counsel was 
saying the board could modify covenant language, but 
could not mandate trash collection in private communities 
because "we can't spend money" He clarified further that 
the covenant modification the board did make simply 
allows the subdivisions to request collection from the 
Board of Health. 

"All we've done is given the applicants the ability 
to request the Board of Health," said Mathieu. "They have 
to go to the Board of Health to make the decision." 

The board concurred. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Planning 
Board is scheduled for December 21 at 7:00 pm in the 
Mattapoisett Town Hall conference room. There is only 
one Planning Board meeting scheduled in January; that 
date is January 4. 

Marion to Prohibit E-Cig Use in Public

The Marion Board of Health has drafted new 
regulations that would ban the use of electronic nicotine 
delivery devices, or e-cigarettes, in public areas including 
municipal-owned parks, beaches, and all outdoor areas of 
restaurants, bars, and anywhere food and drink is served. 

The smoking of cigarettes and cigars is already 
prohibited from these areas in Marion. 

The board voted to accept the draft regulations 
presented by Marion Health Director Karen Walega on 
December 8. The new regulations would prohibit the 
use of e-cigarettes and 'vaping' with a nicotine delivery 
device that creates a vapor by electronically heating a 
liquid that contains nicotine. Vaping has not yet been 
approved by the FDA for safe use, although some users 
consider the device to be a safer alternative to cigarettes. 

Massachusetts allows individual towns to 
adopt stronger regulations if the local board of health 
so chooses. The Town's ban on cigarette and e-cigarette 
use exceeds the Commonwealth's minimum of banning 
smoking and vaping in workplaces. 

The Board of Health will hold a public hearing 
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on the proposed smoking regulation changes on January 
26 at 4:30 pm at the Marion Town House; the details of 
the public hearing will be publically posted as mandated 
by law. Residents will have the chance to speak on the 
proposed smoking regulation changes before the board 
votes to adopt them. 

The next meeting of the Marion Board of Health is 
scheduled for January 12 at 4:30 pm at the Marion Town 
House. 

Sippican School Proud of PARCC Performance

School districts across the state had been bracing 
for a possible dip in test scores, given last school year's 
transition from the MCAS to PARCC. But students 
at Sippican School overall remained steady in their 
performance on the test, which was a new format for 
students relative to the test format, online administration, 
and the increased rigor of the questions. 

In Grades 3 through 5 in the Math portion, 
the already low percentage of students not meeting 
the standards fell to zero - a point of pride for the 
Commendation School. 

Increase in growth overall was steady although 
any drop in scores will not be held against the district 
because this was the piloting of the PARCC exam; 
however, a rise in performance would benefit the district. 

"Our (Math) scores really stack up nicely to other 
schools that are nearby us," said Principal Lyn Rivet. "I 
have great admiration for the job they did." 

Students will take the PARCC exam again this 
school year, but the state elected this November to devise 
its own high stakes test considered to be a hybrid between 
the MCAS and PARCC, which students will take for the 
first time in 2017. For this "next generation test," the 
state, rather than the federal government, will devise the 
exam and select the questions. The test will continue to be 
administered online. 

"For never having taken the test before ... it looks 
pretty good," said School Committee Chairman Christine 
Marcolini. "I think that our kids and our teachers should 
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be very proud." 

In other matters, school administration explained 
the reason behind the November 10 unintended lockdown 
in the school, citing an accidental code activation of the 
security system function that announces a lockdown over 
the loudspeaker. 

The school has a newer security system that 
utilizes a different lockdown system in the event of a 
threat and subsequently, the older functioning lockdown 
announcement has been permanently disabled. 

Nonetheless, Superintendent Doug White praised 
the children and teachers for their swift response to the 
announcement, a good indication that the ALICE protocol 
has students and staff ready to respond to an emergency. 

"There were some great comments on how 
everyone handled themselves in the situation," said 
White. 

Rivet expressed gratitude to the police and fire for 
their rapid response and for the extended time after the 
incident that they took to reassure students and staff that 
they were safe. 

"They were incredible. They stayed well after 
they cleared the building to make sure everyone was 
safe," Rivet said. "In some ways it was a genuine 
practice, and I have to say teachers really put into motion 
what they learned from the ALICE program, and the 
children..." 

Discussion then segued into a proposed new 



barricade device for Sippican School doors that Facilities 
Manager Gene Jones introduced to the School Committee 
for consideration. 

The door barricade is an extra lock that slides 
onto the doorjamb to create a force against opening the 
door. 

"This would just add an extra layer of security," 
said Jones. He said they measured the ability of students 
to unlock the device in the event of a fire or emergency 
evacuation, and two kindergartners asked to disable the 
barricade were able to easily remove the metal pin that 
holds the barricade lock in place. 

Jones has passed on information about the 
device to local fire and police, given the specific safety 
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and fire codes in place. Jones added that the barricade 
is inexpensive and could easily be purchased within the 
budget. 

"It's a scary time we live in/' said Marcolini. 

Also during the meeting. White asked the 
committee to consider piloting a school breakfast program 
at Sippican School after the success of Rochester Memorial 
School's new breakfast program. 

White said 20 percent of the Sippican School 
student population now receives free or reduced lunch. 

"This may be an opportunity for everyone to get a 
meal," said White. 

No action was taken, but a plan is in the works to 
present the committee with a proposal to hold a pilot of 
the program to gauge its potential success. 

"Our population is changing a little bit, and we 
certainly don't want little people hungry/' said Marcolini.

RMS Principal Pleased with PARCC 
Performance

The PARCC exam is a "different level of 
challenge," said Assistant Superintendent Elise Frangos 
on December 3, with a focus on cognitive complexity 
and a higher demand in thinking when compared to the 
MCAS. "That's really a big difference from what we've 
had in the past." 

So, naturally. Principal Derek Medeiros as well 
as members of the Rochester School Committee were 
pleased to see that the exam results showed RMS students 
faring quite well compared to other similar schools, 
including Sippican School. 

School- wide data shows students inching up from 
68 percent to 70 percent in levels one and two - meets or 
exceeds expectations - and down from 7 percent to only 1 
percent in the not exceeding expectations level. Last year 
in Grade 3 ELA of the MCAS, 0 percent of students scored 
in the advanced proficiency level. This year, with the 
PARCC, 8 percent of students made the grade. 

Medeiros said a combination of factors aligned 
to challenge the students during this first piloting of 
the PARCC exam, especially given that the test was 
administered online on personal devices. Frangos said a 
math symbol key made for lots of dragging and dropping 
of text and math symbols, requiring students to be nimble 
in their personal device skills. The test was also timed. 

"For third graders, that could've been a little 
difficult/' Medeiros said. 

Committee members were frustrated to hear that 
the company that devised the PARCC test would not be 
releasing the questions on the test that students answered 
incorrectly - valuable information that would show 
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schools the weak points in their curriculum. 

"It doesn't provide us with that beautiful inside 
look into the creature that we really need," said Frangos. 
"That's very disheartening." 

Massachusetts schools will continue to take the 
PARCC exam until 2017 when the state will switch to a 
"next generation" exam that some describe as a hybrid 
between the MCAS and the PARCC. Superintendent 
Doug White said consistent exposure to the technology is 
a key factor in students' success, especially in the areas of 
keyboarding, highlighting text, and pasting. 

"I think we can get better at it as we continue to 
expose our children to explore that tool, not just take a 
test," said White. 

Parents should expect the results of their child's 
PARCC exam in the mail within the next two weeks, said 
White.

Unseen Updates At Tabor 

Tabor Academy News

Some changes, such as new dorms or the 
institution of Uncle Jon's in the Beebe, are easily 
noticeable and appreciated. These changes should of 
course be lauded, but they are not the only additions to 
Tabor Academy. There are many unseen changes that 
affect Tabor life and the school as a whole that may go 
unnoticed by the general community. Seemingly small 
actions by the administration can make a big difference in 
student life. 

One recent action taken to advance the ongoing 
attempt to make Tabor more environmentally friendly 
and sustainable is the purchase and implementation of 
the eZamboni, an electronic-powered Zamboni. In the 
past, Tabor's Zamboni has been powered by combustible 
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fuel, which necessitates frequent and expensive air 
quality testing in the ice rink. Tabor is also looking into 
powering the eZamboni through solar power to further 
cut emissions as well as costs. 

Perhaps more directly affecting student's lives 
are the updates made to the Internet speeds. A year ago, 
Tabor increased the Internet speed from 150 Mbps to 300 
Mbps. The administration has just promised to double 
the speed again, to 600 Mbps. Additionally, Tabor updates 
its network servers often to make sure that everyone - 
students and faculty - can stay connected throughout 
campus. With more and more teachers utilizing the 
Internet and wireless devices in their classes, investment 
in new technology infrastructure is vital to maintaining 
this growth and development. The administration 
says, "Improving technology is focused on improving 
the student experience." During times like study hall 
especially, when much of Tabor's student population is 
using the Internet at the same time, these updates can 
ensure that everyone can stay connected. 

To the library, Tabor also added a new Apple cart 
with 20 new MacBook Airs for students to borrow and 
use. Other updates have been made to improve the sound 
system in the Hoyt auditorium, to replace the audio- 
visual infrastructure in the lecture hall Lyndon South 
(new projectors, speakers, etc.), and installation of a new 
telephone system to improve communications. Some of 
these updates are changing antiquated systems and all are

If the EMC's proposed program for replacing 
fully deprecated but usable cars were adopted, Marion 
would be acquiring the use of three brand new cars with 
an asset book value of $131,685. This is a foolish and 
wasteful use of scarce taxpayer resources. 

At the Board of Selectmen's meeting, the EMC 
represented the cars would save the Town $30,000. 1 
guess I must live in OZ and not in Marion to believe 
the nonsensical statements from a group devoid of 
economic reality with respect to stringent small town 
municipal budgets. With the Town exercising the option 
of buying the cars at the end of the lease, the total cash 
expenditure (lease costs paid and option excise) would 
be approximately $35,700 per car or $106,500 for the three 
new utility cars. This is the net cost of federal and state 
incentives. This comparative cost data is available on the 
web. 

Next, the EMC will claim how fuel efficient the 
new cars will be saving the Town a lot of money. This is 
not factually correct. The Town needs to purchase and 
install charging stations which can run from $10,000 to 
$50,000 for a high-end, quick-charge station. 

Massachusetts electricity costs are among the 
highest in the nation. Gasoline prices have decreased 
dramatically. Marion gas costs are under $1.50 per gallon 
since Marion does not pay the state and federal gas 
excise tax. Given the MPG of the recycled cars, the fuel

Marion's Energy Management Committee 
(EMC) is pleased to announce that the Selectmen have 
approved our proposal to lease three electric cars for use 
by Marion's employees. Following in the successful path 
taken by Dartmouth, who now have six electric vehicles 
(EVs), we will apply for federal, state, and dealership 
incentives that will offset most of the costs of the cars plus 
fast charging stations. The EVs will replace gas-guzzling, 
hand-me-down police cruisers, which over the 3-year 
lease period will save the town at least $30,000. 

The EVs represent another step in the EMC's goal 
to seize opportunities that reduce the town's energy costs 
and fossil fuel use. This particular window is opened by 
a state incentive program funded by fees on each of our 
electric bills every month. The electricity to charge these 
cars - and indeed to supply all of Marion's municipal 
needs - will soon come from new wind turbines now 
under construction in Plymouth, a deal initiated by the 
EMC.

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A Very Murray Christmas

A Very Murray Christmas. Starring Bill Murray and Paul 
Shaffer. Directed by Sofia Coppola. Running time: 56 
minutes. No MPA A rating, but some rough language. 
Now streaming on Netflix Instant. 

In the Netflix Original holiday special A 
Very Murray Christmas , Bill Murray exists in a weird 
holiday-special reality where some celebrities appear as 
themselves and others are playing roles. Chris Rock, for 
instance, exists here as himself, but Amy Poehler and 
Maya Rudolph don't; neither do Rashida Jones or Jason 
Schwartzman. There seems to be no rhyme or reason for 
this, just as there wasn't in most star-studded holiday 
specials since the dawn of TV. If it's funny for you to be 
up there playing yourself, as with George Clooney or 
Miley Cyrus or Bill Murray, you play yourself. Everyone 
else acts, although the milieu here is dark and artsy 
enough that even those playing themselves can be said to 
be playing fictional roles. 

The special was directed by Sofia Coppola and 
written by Coppola, Murray, and Mitch Glazer. It plays 
like an off-market continuation of Scrooged, which Glazer 
cowrote, and Lost in Translation , which Coppola wrote and 
directed. It has the vague form of the former (we gotta put 
on a Christmas show!) and the ennui of the latter (what 
does it matter if we put on a Christmas show or not?). 

The two moods conflict entertainingly. Murray is stuck 
in a swank New York City hotel while a blizzard batters 
the metropolis. Nobody can make it into the city to join 
Murray for the live holiday special he's obligated to host. 
Then the power goes out and there's no more pretense 
of a show within the show. There is now only the show 
we're watching, full of bored people who congregate 
around Murray to sing tunes both holiday and non- 
holiday. 

Murray never had much of a singing voice; his 
Nick the lounge singer got by on sheer Vegas brio, and 
his karaoke crooning in Lost in Translation spoke volumes 
with its self-aware sadness. His performances here don't 



have those Nick quotation marks around them — the 
joke isn't that Bill Murray is the one singing these songs. 
The Murray we see here seems to want to discover some 
truth in the melodies, particularly the opener "Christmas 
Blues." Accompanied by Paul Shaffer on piano — oddly, 
the only SNL veteran here from Murray's era as a Not 
Ready for Prime Time Player among several other SNL-e rs 
from later years -- Murray brings a melancholy dignity to 
the music. What he lacks in technique (he wouldn't make 
it far on The Voice , but then neither would Tom Waits or 
Warren Zevon) he compensates for in open emotion. 

The special is light on narrative and wants to 
come across as tossed-off, but that doesn't mean there 
isn't a lot to unpack here. The bluesy, mildly sardonic 
tone will make A Very Murray Christmas a welcome 
perennial for those who resent the season's omnipresence, 
its commercialism, its bullying insistence that everyone 
celebrate in the same way. After Murray has had too much 
brandy and passes out, he dreams that George Clooney 
and Miley Cyrus ride in on a sleigh to save the show, 
and they bring some razzle-dazzle (Clooney more or less 
hilariously Dean Martins his way through "Santa Claus 
Needs Some Lovin'"). After that, though, Murray is more 
or less left alone again in his hotel room, albeit with Paul 
and the room-service guy. He looks out his window at the 
city, embodying the cliche of being alone among millions 
of strangers, same as in Tokyo.
